ADA METHODS. 


The Conkling-Haverstick tragedy 
in’ New York has given the press 
at the East another chance to pick 
at Nevada. The day of the unfor- 
tunate occurrence the New York 
papers were bubbling over with 
gush. Reporters were dispatched 
to the scene of the shooting while 
others were sent to interview Conk- 
ling at the Tombs and Mrs. Uhler 
at the hospital. The wires were 
loaded fora week with every dis- 
gusting detail of the past life of the 
poor woman and Haverstick, her 
paramour. The apartments they 
occupied were described, Mrs. 
Uliler’s seal-skin, red velvet dress 
und turban hat were not even over- 
losked, The buttons on her shoes 
were about the only things the eu- 
terprising news-gatherers failed to 
describe. Public sympathy seemed 
to turn in Conkling’s favor, and he 
was the hero of the hour. The evi- 
dence taker at the inquest showed 
that he acted in self-defense, but 
the Coroner refused to admit him 
to bail. He applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and was released. He had his ex- 
amination before a committing 
magistrate and was honorably ac- 
quitted and discharged from cus- 
tody. » After his discharge the press 
demanded that the case be submit- 
ted toa grand jury. The Tribune, 
commenting on the indictment, 
says:

weapons, nor encourage the spread of 
Nevada methods in New York.

The killing of Richardsen by Me- 
Farlin, in cold blood; Stokes’ mur- 
der of Fisk; the Dukes-Nutt kill- 
ing in the God-fearing State of 
Pennsylvania; the murder of Presi- 
dents; the rape of Miss Bond; boys 
of 15 years of age waylaying and 
criminally assaulting ladies in New 
Haven, Conn., besides hundreds of 
cases of murder with bludgeons, 
brass knuckles, etc., set Nevada 
methods’’ so far in the shade that it 
makes the people of our State, and 
the Pacific coast generally, blush 
withshame. There is more crime 
committed in the city of New York 
every 24 heurs than ever was com- 
mitted in the State of Nevada since 
her admission. When a crime is 
committed here a speedy trial fol- 
lows. The people of this State do 
not countenance crime in any form. 
Public morals are far better pro- 
tected than in New York, anda man 
would be hung higher than Hamen 
for committing a crime that moral 
New Vork“ would whitewash. 

We do not indorse Mr. Conkling's 
method of reclaiming a fallen sister 
from the slum of a dirty, wicked 
city, but believe he acted in self- 
defense when he shot the dog 
who had enveighled her into leav- 
ing a good home, kind husband and 

‘loving children. We believe he 
acted as any brother would have 
done, when he was informed that 
this cowardly bully, Haverstick, 
had slapped her face, when he re- 
sented it. If Haverstick had brained 
Conklin with his images it 
would n have been a “New 
York method” of settling differ- 
ences, and Conkling would have 
‘filled the grave; but rather than 
submit to having his skull crushed 
by an eight-pound bronze image, 
while painfully endeavoring to re- 
claim his fallen sister, he sent a 
bullet through Haverstick’s worth- 
less carcass, and we are inclined to 
think the Nevada method“ in 
such cases a good one. Let the dig- 
nified New York press look to the 
evil déeds of Gotham and it will 
have allit can attend to without 
interfering with Nevada methode“ 
of treating eriminals.

The committee appointed to examine 
the cash in the United States Treasury 
and the accounts of the late Treasurer 


6% began work after the close of busi- 
93 ness Saturday so that there need be no 


interference with the business of the 
office. The reserve vault was also 
sealed up preparatory to taking an 
inventory of its contents instituted by 
Gilfillan. It is thought the count will 
occupy two or three weeks. There bas 
not been a good overhauling of the 
Treasurer’s office for 10 years, the last 
examination being one made during 
Treasurer Spinner’s time. When Mr. 
Spinner turned over the office to 
Treasurer New, the latter was willing 
to accept the cash and accounts with- 
out examination, and, his bondsmen 
being willing, the Secretary of the 
Treasury dispensed with an examin- 
ation. The same thing occurrea when 
Treasurer Winans succeeded New. 
Winans has expressed his willingness 
to forego an examination on the pres- 
ent occasion, but the Secretary thinks 
that so long a time has intervened since 
the last count that one sheuld now be 
made. The committee will be assisted 
in the work by a force of 
20 to 30 clerks detached from offices 
other than the Treasurer’s office. The 
count will be made of old notes in the 
redemption division, new notes in the 
reserve vault, silver and gold and 
bonds held in trust. President Upton 
of the commission has decided that 
actual count must be made in all 
cases. Packages of notes will be 
opened and counted, as will also bags 
of gold and silver coin. He will per- 
sonally assume charge of the work of 
comparing the cash on hand with the 
Treasurer’s accounts and with ac- 
counts of the disbursing officers. 


The Crop Prospects. 
Cuicaao, April 1. 

In reply te inquiries addressed to 
various States concerning the crops, a 
number of responses are received. 
The Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture of Ohio estimates the 
wheat crop at 70 per cent. or under 
compared with the prospect at the 
same time last year. The shortage 
is due to last Fall’s rains and Winter 
killing. The Secretary of the Illinois 
Depariment of Agriculture says the 
crop was injured in some localities by 
freezing, dry weather and fly. The 
Commissioner of Agriculture in Ken- 
tucky says the present outlook is un- 
favorable and the prospects are 20 per 
cent. below last year’s crop, which 
was 20 per cent. the largest ever 
grown in the State. 


Chicago Christians. 
CHICAGO, April 1. 

The Chicago Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association to-night celebrated 
its 25th anniversary. All who filled 
the position of President of that body 
since its organization, except D. L. 
Moody, were present and delivered 
addresses. The organization now has 
3,000 members. Pastors of the city 
very generally spoke onthe coming 
election. The tendency was in oppo- 
sition to Mayor Harrison, who is la 
candidate for re-election.

Petitions signed by two thousand 
names, about two hundred of whom 
are ladies, were presented to Governor 
Blackburn last evening, asking the 
pardon of David Ferguson, late City 
Receiver, now in jail here under a five- 
year sentence. Governor Blackburn 
said there had been a series of thefts 
in the City Hall running through 
years; that Ferguson had pleaded 
guilty to the indictment and must 
bear the penalty.

To-day, according to an unbroken 
custom for 200 years, the Governor’s 
fast day proclamation should have 
been read in all the pulpits of Massa- 
chusetts, but in a number ot instances 
inthis city and vicinity the reading 
was omitted. In many cases the doc- 
ument was read without comment.

The Arizona Apaches. 
Sr. Louis, April 2. 

A dispatch from San Carlos, New 
Mexico, reports that two bands of 
Chiricahua Indians entered the reser- 
vation Saturday and at noon of that 
day were within two miles of the 
agency building, moving in the direc- 
tion of Globe. Couriers were sent in 
all directions to warn settlers. Lieut. 
Davis with a company of Indian scouts 
and a band of volunteer Indians 
started in pursuit early on Sunday 
and captured one Chiricahua warrior, 
who is believed to have been con- 
cerned in the killing of the chief of 
scouts at Sterling a year ago. Lieut. 
Davis will search the country for 
trails. The rumor that a fight had 
taken place between San Carlos and 
Chiricahuans is not confirmed. 


The President's Plans Changed. 
WASHINGTON, April 2. 
President Arthur this morning said 
that his plans for leaving Washington 
to-morrow have heen somewhat dis- 
arranged, and that he will probably 
not start for Florida for several days.
